As a result 
the flower of manhood will be 
sacrificed, civilian populations 
terrorized, economic life dis­ 
jointed, and misery, despair, 
and ruin will inevitably en- 
compass the warring nations. 
The Christians of America, 
irrespective of creed or nation­ 
al background, have a solemn 
obligation entrusted to them 
by God in this time of hate 
and blood letting. 
We must 
stand out like a bulwark 
against any envolvment of oui 
country in a European war. 
War is always destructive 
of Christian ideals of truth 
and 
brotherhood. 
Modern 
wars with their aftermath of 
revenge have not and cannot 
produce a lasting peace and 
good will among nations. 
Our experience with the 
Versailles treaty, concluding 
the last world’s war, must 
convince every thinking Am­ 
erican, that clashing ambi­ 
tions of Europe and selfish na­ 
tional greeds, will only suc­ 
ceed in sowing the seed of fur­

and 
bitterness,

of Europe's quarrels and us­

Are we simple enough 
to Indieve that this too is a 
war to save democracy or de­ 
cency or civilization or any 
other beautiful ideal?

with force and 
we can not 
•ehango-their habits rooted so 
deeply for centones in nation­ 
al prejudices. 
With all her pretenses of 
idealism Great Britain is an 
empire 
built by 
force and 
maintained by military power. 
Could she retain her hold on 
Palestine, for instance, with­ 
out keeping an army in that 
unfortunate country? 
France also knows only the 
method of force in holding in­ 
tact her world empire created 
by power of arms. Consider 
how ruthlessly she suppressed 
the uprising of Syria fighting 
to regain her independence. 
We may condemn the excess­ 
es of Hitler’s government, 
with its destruction of liberty 
and persecution of Jews and 
other minorities, but we must 
see clearly that Germany is 
merely attempting to regain 
by force* what was taken from 
her by force. 
Nor is Boland guiltless of 
aggression. 
Her grab of a 
portion of Lithuania and the 
Teschen district of Czecho 
Slovakia was secured not by 
ix^acef id 
consultation, 
but 
by military aggression, when 
these countries were weak 
and helpless.
